EXTENSION/FSA COMMENTS:

General: Soil moisture conditions are beginning to reflect the
warm, dry weather Alabama has seen over the past few
weeks.  Most weather stations throughout the state
accumulated some precipitation, but with scattered rain
showers not all producers had fields or pastures that
benefited from the moisture that fell. Cindy Owens in the

Fayette County FSA office reported that the county received
rainfall, but that the moisture was spotty and crops are
showing the signs of stress from dry weather. Numerous
other respondents reported counties in dire need of rain.
Areas of Baldwin County are currently six inches below the
previous lowest water year total which was 24.52 inches
recorded in 1940. Temperatures recorded for the state were
above average, with daytime highs pushing the mercury into
the upper 90’s. Overnight lows varied from mid 50’s into the
mid 60’s.

Cotton: Donald E. Mann reported that hit and miss
thunderstorms in Jackson County prevented some farmers
from getting their cotton fields planted, and caused others to
plan a replant. Leonard Kuykendall, Autauga County
Extension Agent stated that some cotton in the county is
starting to grow and square, while planting in other fields was
just completed. Cotton is being side-dressed with nitrogen,
and growers are pulling post-directed herbicide applicators
through the crop. James D. Jones, Jr., Henry County
Extension Agent indicated that cotton in the county is at
stress levels. Stands are skippy, and farmers are replanting.

Pasture/Hay/Livestock: With the lack of rainfall continuing
for most areas of the state, pasture conditions worsened over
the past week. Mr. Jones stated that pastures in Henry
County are severely dry, and that cattlemen in the area are
feeding cattle again. Macon County Extension Agent, John
S. Pulliam, reported that farmers in the county have finished
their first cutting of hay. Other areas of the state are still
baling the first cutting, and are seeing below average to
average yields. Livestock were reported mostly in good
condition, but with pasture conditions on the decline some
livestock are beginning to fall into poor condition.

Peaches/Other: Research Horticulturist, Bobby Boozer,
indicated that first generation plum curculio emergence is
occurring in the peach crop in central Alabama. This process
will continue over the next several weeks. Egg laying will
likely occur within the next 7 to 10 days. Control measures
are very important, as this is the generation that can cause
the most damage and market losses. Mr. Kuykendall stated
that wheat harvest in Autauga County is underway with
growers seeing good yields, but that corn in the area is in
desperate need of water. Mr. Jones reported that small



grains in Henry County are yielding about 25% of normal, and
that the corn crop is showing severe drought stress.
